[ Continued. ] 

« ¥ now failed for the key which I had feen in 

N. W. by N. giving the name of Suoday 
Jfued to the place I left; we arrived jult at 
dark, bot found it fo furrounded by a reet of 
rocks, that I could not land without danger of 
faving the boat; and on that account | came to a 
grapoel forthe night. At dawn of day we got 
on fhore, and tracked the boat in hhelcer, 


* innumerable birds of the noddy kind made 
this Ifland their refting-place ; fo that [ had rea- 
fon to flatter mylelf with hopes of geting fupplies 
in greater abundance than it had hitherto been in 
my power. The fituation was at leatl four leagues 
diftance from the main. We were on the north- 


weftern moft of four {mall keys, which were fur | 


younded by a reef of rocks conactted by fand- 
banks, except between the two nothernmott ; and 
there likewife it was dry at low water; the whole 
forming a lagoon Ifland; into which the tide flow- 
ed; at this entrance I kept the boat. 


« As ofual, I fent parties away in fearch of 
fupplies, but, to our great difappomtment, we 


‘tavld only get a few clams and fome dolichos ; 
Ewith thefe, and the oyfers we had brought from 


Sonday Ifland, I made up a meis tor dinner, 
with an addition of a imal! quactity of bread. 


« Io my walk round the Ifland, | found feve- 
ral cocoa-nut fhelis, the remains of an old wig- 
wam, and the backs of two turtles, but no fign 
of any guadruped. One of my people found 
three fea-fow!’s eggs. , 

* It is certain, therefore, that the natives 
fometimes refort to this place, and have canoes; 
bu:d did not apprehend that we ran any rikk by 
remaining here. | cirected our fire, however, vo 
be made io the thicket, that we might not be dil- 
covcred inthe night, 


«© At noon, I obferved the latitude of this Ifland 
to be 11 deg. 47 min. S. 

** Toward, evening on the 24, I cautioned 
every one again making too large a fire, or {uf- 
fering it after dark to blaze up. Mr. Samuel and 
Mr. Peckover had the fuperintendance of this bu- 
finefs,-while I was ftrolling about the beach to 
obferve if I thooght it could be feen from the 
main. I was Jolt fatisfied that it could not, when 
on a fudden the Ifland appeared all in a blaae, 
that might have been feen ata much more confi- 
nerable diflance. Iran to leara the caufe, and 
found it was occafioned by the imprudence and 
cbilinacy of one of the party, who in my abd- 
fceace, had infiitted on having a fire to himlelf ; 
in making which the flames caught the neighbour- 
iag grafsand rapidly fpread. This mitconduct 
might have produced very feriows confequences, 
by difcovesing our fiteation to the natives ; for, 
if they had attacked us, we moft inevitably have 
fallen a facrifice, as we had geither arms nor 
firength to oppofe an encmy. Thos the relief 
which I expefted from a Lule fleep, was totally 
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loft, and I anxi ufly waited for the lowing of the 
tide, that we might proceed io ica. 

** I cied up a few gilt buttons and fome pieces 
of iron toatree, for any of the natives that might 
come after us; and happily findiag my iavalids 
much better fortheir night's relt, | got every oo 
into the boat, and deparied by dawn of day. 
Wiad at S. E.; courle w the N. by W. 

‘* We had icarcely ran two leagues to the 
northward, whea the fea fuddealy became rough, 
which not having experienced fince we were with- 
in the reefs, | concluded to be occafioned by an o- 
pen channel tothe ocean, Soon afierwards we 
met with a large fhoal, on which were two fandy 
keys; between thele and two others, four miles 
tothe welt, I paffed on tothe northward, the fea 
Rill continuing to be roogh, 

* ‘Towards ovon, I teil in with fix other keys, 
moft of which produced fome imall trees and 
bruth-wood. Thefe formed a pleafing contrat 
with the main land we had pafled, which was full 
of fand-hills. 

** | divided fix birds, and iffued one twenty- 
fith of a pound of bread, with half a piot of water, 
to cach perfon for dinuer, and | gave half a giais 
of wine to Mr. Nellon, who had been ill. 


** Wednefday, June the 3d. Freth gales S. 
S. E. and S. E. and fair weather. As we ftood 
tothe N. W. this afternoon, we found more fea, 
which I attributed to our receiving lefs thelcer 
from the reefs to the callward; it is probable 
they do not extend fo far tothe N. as this; at 
leaft, it may be coaciuded that there is nota cun- 
tinued barrier to prevent fhipping having access 
to the fhore.”” 

*- Afcer happily pafling all the rocks and thoals 
of the north part of New Holland, at ** cighc 
o’clock in the evening of the 4th, we once more 
launched into the open ocean. Maileradle as our 
fituation was in every refpect, [ was fecretly iur- 
ptifed to fee that ic did not appear to affect any 
one fo tlrongly as myfelf; om the contrary, it 
feemed as if they had embarked on a voyage to 
Timor, in a veffel fufficiently calculated fur faf- 
ty aad convenience, So much cowlidence gave 
me great pieafure, and | may affert that to this 
caule their prewrvation is chiefly to be aucribuied ; 
for if any one of them had deipaired, he would 
molt probably have died before we reached New- 
Holland. 


** [now gave every one hopes that eight or ten 
days might bring us 10 a land of falety! and, af- 
ter praying to God for a continuance of his molt 
gracious protection, | ferved an allowance of wa- 
ter for upper, and kept my courfe to the W. S. 
W. to countera& the foutherly winds, in cafe they 
fhould blow trong. 

** We had been joft fix days on the coaft of 
New Holland, ia the courfe of which we found 
oyilers, afew clams, fome birds, and water, 
But perhaps a benefit nearly eqeal to this we re- 
ceived from not having fatigue in the boat, ard 
enjoying good seft at night. Theie advantages 
certainly preferved our lives; for, {mall as the 
fopply was, | am very fenfible how much ic re- 
lieved our diftrefles About this time nacure 
would bave fuck under the extemes of hunger 
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and fatigue. Some would have ceafed to fraggle 
for a lite that oaly promiled wretchedaeis and nu- 
fery ; while others, though poflefed of more bo- 
dily itrengih, mit foon have followed their ua- 
fortunate companions. Even in our fituasion, we 
were moit wretched fpeftacles ; yet our fortitude 
aod {piri remained; every one being encouraged 
by the hopes of a ipeedy termination to his milc- 
ry. 

** Por my own part, wonderful as it may ap- 
pear, Liclt oeuher extreme huoger nor thirit, 
My allowance contented me, kowing | could then 
have no mere, 

** I ferved one twenty-fifth of a pound of bread, 
and an allowance of water, for breakfaft, aod the 
fame tor dinner, with addition of fix oytlers to each 
perfon. Acavon, latitude oblerved 10 deg. 48 
min. §S. 

** In the evening of the 6th, a few boobies 
came aDout us, one of which I caught with my 
hand. ‘The biood was divided among three of 
the men who were weakeit, but the bird I order- 
ed to be kept for our dinner the next day. Ser- 
ved a quarter of a pint of water for fupper, and 
to fome, who were molt in need, half a pint. 


** In the courfe of the night we fuffered much 
cold and thiverings. Atday-light, I found that 
foine of the clams, which had beeo hung up for 
iea-ilore, were ftolen ; but every one moft folemn- 
ly desied it, ‘This forenoon we faw @ gannet, @ 
fand-laik, and jome water-inakes, which in ge- 
neral were from two to three feet long. 


** la the afternoon of the 7th, I took an op- 
porivaity of examioing again into our fore of 
bread, and found remaiming nineteen days 
allowance, at my former rate of ferving one 
twenty-fifth of a pound three timesa day : there- 
fore, as Liaw ewery proipedt of a qaick petage. 
1 again veotured to grant an allowance for fap~ 
per agreeable to my promife ac the time it was 
difcontinued, 

** We paffed the night miferably wet and cold, 
and in the soorning | heard heavy complaints of 
our deplorable fituation. The fea was high and 
breaking over us. J could only afford the allow- 
ance of bread and water for breakfaft; but for 
dinner | gave out an Ounce of dried clams toeach 
perion, which was all that remained. 

** The fea ran very high on the Sth, and we 
were continuaily wet, futtering much celd in the 
night. L now remarked that Mr. Ledgyard, the 
jurgeon, and Lawreoce Lebogne, an old hardy 
feaman, were giving way very fait. I could oaly 
afhit whem by a tea-fpoonfal or two of wine, 
which I had carefully faved, expecting foch a me- 
lancholy necefiity. Among moit of the others I 
ob.erved move than a common inclination to fleep, 
which feemed to indicate that nature was almot 
exhauited, 

** Ac four in the afternoon, next day, we caught 
a {mali dolphin, the firtt relief of the kind we 
obtained. | iffued about two ounces to each per- 
fon, including the offals, and faved the remainder’ 
for dinner the next day. Towards evening the 
wiad frethened, and it blew ftrong all night, fo 
that we thipped much water, and fuffered greatly 
from the act and cold. At day-light, as ufval,’ 





heard much complaining, which my own feel. 


ngs convinced me wastco well founded. I gave 
he furgeoa and Lebogue a litie wine, but | could 
five no farther reliet, than efforances that a very 
few days longer, at our prefent fine rate of fail- 
ing, would bring us to Timor, 

‘© Oo the toth, in the afternoon, | fuffered 
great fickneis trom the oily nature of part of the 
ftomach of the filh, which had fallen to my fhare 
atdinner. At fonfet, I ferved an allowance of 
bread and water for iupper. lathe morning, af- 
ter a very bad night, i could fee an alteration for 
the worfe in more than half my people. The ulu- 
al allowance was ferved for breaktalt and dinner, 
At con Liound our fituation to be in latnude 9 
deg. 16 mio. S; longitude from the aorth partet 
New-Holland 12 deg. 1 min. W.

likewife to deliver up to them his ruomi g foct- 
man, whom, for the greater confirmation of their 
favourite privilege, they obliged to undergo the 
difcipline of the pond. 

If thefle people are fevere againg fuch as do not 
propagate their fpecies in a lawtal way, theoyh 
probably it aray not be owing to any fault of 
theirs, what punifiment might ola batchelors ex- 
peat to fuffer, if the Kerfpach law thould prevail 
in this part of the word?

M ami Indians, Chippadwas, Potowatomies, &c.

The prifonet likewile fays, 
there was a Bricith cficer and three artillery men 
with the Indians at Fort Recovery, in order that 
if the Indians could rot take the fort withour, 
they wete to tura the cannon taken at Sr. Clair’s 
defeat, agarntt the fort: but dur people had thor. 
ly before fecured that cannon. The Britith officer 
was woonded and carried on a bier feveral miles, 
bet died of his wounds.”
